A, ACCOUNTING POLICIES 


1. GENERAL 

The principal accounting policies adopted 
in the preparation of the Consolidated 
Financial Highlights of Maduro & Curiel's 
Bank N.V. and its subsidiaries (the "Group"? 
are set out below. These explanatory notes 
are an extract of the detailed notes included 
in the consolidated financial statements 
and are consistent in all material respects 
with those from which they have been 
derived. 


2. BASIS OF PREPARATION 
The consolidated financial statements, 
from which the Consolidated Financial 
Highlights have been derived, are prepared 
in accordance with International Financial 
Reporting Standards (‘IFRS’), 


The figures presented in these highlights 
are stated in thousands of Antillean 
Guilders and are rounded to the nearest 
thousand. 


The accounting policies used have been 
consistently applied by the Group and are 
consistent, in all material respects, with 
those used in the previous year, 


The statements have been prepared 
on the historical cost basis except for 
financial assets at fair value through 
profit or loss, and financial assets that are 
measured at amortized cost. Historical 
cost is generally based on the fair value 
of the consideration given in exchange for 
goods and services. 


3, BASIS OF CONSOLIDATION 
Subsidiaries are all entities over which 
the Group has the power to govern the 
financial and operating policies, generally 
accompanying a shareholding of more than 
one half of the voting rights. Subsidiaries 
are fully consolidated from the date on 
which control is transferred to the Group 
until the date that control ceases.

4. CLASSIFICATION AND SUBSEQUENT 
MEASUREMENT OF FINANCIAL ASSETS 
Classification and subsequent measurement 
of the financial assets depend on: 
(i) the Groups business model for 
managing the asset; and 
(ii) the cash flow characteristics of the 
asset. 


Based on these factors, the Group classifies 
its debt instruments into one of the 
following two measurement categories: 


- Amortized cost: 

Assets that are held for collection of 
contractual cash flows where those 
cash flows represent solely payments of 
principal and interest ('SPPI'), and that are 
not designated at Fair Value Trough Profit 
or loss (FVTPL), are measured at amortized 
cost. The carrying amount of these assets 
is adjusted by any expected credit loss 
allowance as further described below. 
interest income from these financial assets 
is included in ‘Interest income’ using the 
effective interest rate method. 


- Fair value through profit or loss 
(“FVTPL"): 

Assets that do not meet the criteria for 
amortized cost are measured at fair value 
through profit or loss. These assets are 
unquoted equity securities that are not 
held for trading purposes. A gain or loss on 
such an equity investment is subsequently 
measured at fair value through profit or 
loss. Interest income from these financial 
assets is included in ‘Interest income’ using 
the effective interest rate method, 


Business model assessment 

The business model reflects how the 
Group manages the assets in order to 
generate cash flows. That is, whether the 
Groupe objective is solely to collect the 
contractual cash flows from the assets. if 
this condition is not applicable (unlisted 
equity securities), then the financial assets 
are classified as part of ‘other’ business 
model and measured at FVTPL, 


SPPI 

Where the business model is to hold 
assets to collect contractual cash flows, 
the Group assesses whether the financial 
instruments’ cash flows represent solely 
payments of principal and interest (the 
'SPPI test). In making this assessment, the 
Group considers whether the contractual 
cash flows are consistent with a basic 
lending arrangement i.e. interest includes 
only consideration for the time value of 
money, credit risk, other basic lending risks 
and a profit margin that is consistent with 
a basic lending arrangement. Where the 
contractual terms introduce exposure to 
risk or volatility that are inconsistent with 
a basic lending arrangement, the related 
financial asset is classified and measured 
at FVTPL. 


Derecognition of financial assets 

The Group sometimes renegotiates or 
otherwise modifies the contractual cash 
flows of loans to customers. When this 
happens, the Group assesses whether 
or not the new terms are substantially 
different to the original terms, If the terms 
are substantially different, the Group 
derecognizes the original financial asset and 
recognizes a ‘new’ asset and recalculates a 
new effective interest rate for the asset. 


Financial assets are derecognized when 
the rights to receive cash flows from the 
investments have expired.

- The Probability of Default (PD) is an 
estimate of the likelihood of default over 
a given time horizon. A default may only 
happen ata certain time over the assessed 
period. 

- The Exposure at Default (EAD) is an 
estimate of the exposure at a future 
default date, taking into account 


expected changes in the exposure after 
the reporting date, including repayments 
of principal and interest, whether 
scheduled by contract or otherwise, 
expected drawdowns on committed 
facilities, and accrued interest from 
missed payments. 

- The Loss Given Default (LGD) is an 
estimate of the loss arising in the case 
where a default occurs at a given time. It 
is based on the difference between the 
contractual cash flows due and those 
that the lender would expect to receive, 
including from the realization of any 
collateral. It is expressed as a percentage 
of the EAD. 


In its ECL models, the Group relies on a 
broad range of forward looking information 
as economic inputs such as GDP growth, 
Unemployment rates and the Consumer 
Price Index, The inputs and models used for 
calculating ECLs may not always capture 
all characteristics of the market at the 
date of the financial statements. To reflect 
this, qualitative adjustments or overlays 
are occasionally made as temporary 
adjustments when such differences are 
significantly material.

of all 15 members of the MCB-Group. 

e The consolidated financial statements are 
prepared in accordance with International 
Financial Reporting Standards (‘IFRS’). 

e We continue to provide more than the required 
disclosures and transparency of our financial 
statements and we are ready and more than 
willing to discuss and clarify any aspect of 
these reports or statements. 


Balance Sheet and Equity 

» Our MCB-Group is represented by a solid 
consolidated balance sheet as well as strong 
individual balance sheets of our subsidiaries 
with good quality assets and high liquidity 
as key strengths to withstand the uncertain 
and complex business environment. All 
stakeholders can count and rely on the Group’s 
Management and the Supervisory Board’s 
advice and counsel in continuing to further 
strengthen and build the Bank's balance sheet 
and capital position. 
Notwithstanding the significant impact of 
Covid-19, the Bank was able to grow in key 
areas relating to capital, solvency and liquidity 
and we reached three milestones regarding 
our “Total Assets”, our “Customers” deposits” 
and our “Equity”. 
After surpassing a balance sheet total of NAF 
8 billion at the end of 2020, the MCB-Group's 
balance sheet surpassed the NAF 9 billion 
mark per December 31, 2021 for the first time, 
The total assets on the balance sheet grew 
with NAF 1,107 million (13%) to reach a record 
NAF 9,346 million. The main growth factor was 
the increase in “Customers’ deposits” with 
NAF 1,008 million. 
For the first time the “Customers’ deposits” 
passed the NAF 8 billion mark growing a 
substantial 14% to NAF 8,016 million, 
We have observed growth in our deposits on 
all islands from each of our Retail, Corporate 
and Other client groups and are extremely 
grateful for the trust and confidence that our 
customers have in our MCB-Group. While 
proud of this substantial growth, the Banks 
management and all employees are very much 
aware of our responsibility towards our many 
stakeholders and especially our depositors 
to manage and invest these funds in a very 
responsible manner. 
The majority (54%) of the deposits is used 
for the financing of our local businesses 
and personal relations. Despite the second 
challenging year due to the pandemic 
and lockdowns in our markets, our loan 
portfolio grew 1% with NAF 45.9 million to 
NAF 4.3 billion. The “Loans and advances to 
customers” grew mainly due to a substantial 
increase in our residential mortgages in all 
jurisdictions. During the year, we assisted 
certain clients with temporary payment 
holidays and restructured facilities where 
necessary in order to alleviate the (economic) 
consequences of the pandemic. 
The remainder of the deposits was invested 
conservatively and responsibly in “investment 
securities” (NAF 1,252 million) and in “Cash 
and due from banks” for NAF 3,545 million. 
The extremely low USD interest environment 
continued in 2021 at close to 0%, causing the 
income from these sources (US- Treasury Bills 
and deposits with Correspondent banks) to 
decrease substantially with 41% compared to 
2020. Due to the inflationary pressures, we 
expect the system of Central Bank in the USA 
(FED) to gradually increase the interest rates 
in 2022. 

e The decrease in “Provisions” with 33% was 
mainly caused by the release in provisions 


for Post- Retirement Medical benefits in 
Sint Maarten, due to a change in the medical 
benefits program. 

e For the first time in our Bank's 105 year history 
our “Shareholders equity” surpassed the 
NAF y billion mark and reached NAF 1.1 billion 
for a growth of 12%. Besides the annual 
additions to retained earnings, this strong 
and solid equity position is also the result 
of a stipulation from the Centrale Bank van 
Curacao en Sint Maarten (CBCS) to not 
distribute dividends in 2020 and 2021. 


Profit & Loss Statement 

. The income presented in our financial 
statements is derived from both local and 
international activities of the Group and 
continue to be well diversified. 
The Covid-19 pandemic continued in 2021 and 
will remain cause for concern for the public 
health and the economies of our islands for a 
long time. Despite the vaccination programs 
that started in February there was a surge 
in contaminations and at the end of the 1" 
quarter and beginning of 2™ quarter, several of 
our Governments decided to have the islands 
in lockdown again for several weeks, with 
closure of schools, stores, restaurants and our 
borders. This resulted in a substantial decrease 
in business volumes and associated income in 
most sectors of our economies, 
Fortunately since June 2021, the measures 
were mostly lifted and tourist arrivals resumed 
across the islands, especially from the 
Netherlands and the USA. This resulted in a 
substantial increase in economic activity for 
several (tourist related) economic sectors and 
a good second half of the year. 
It is thanks to the second half of the year, 
characterized by increased volumes, coupled 
with internal restructuring resulting in 
increased efficiency which accelerated our 
Group's “Net result after tax” considerably 
compared to 2020 with NAF 29.5 million (35%). 
important driver for this improvement in net 
result is the sharp decrease in “Credit loss 
expenses on financial assets and contingent 
liabilities” with NAF 77.6 million or 89%. The 
improved economic conditions, management's 
outlook and the good health of our clients and 
related loan quality were the main factors for 
the decrease in "Credit loss expenses”, 
On the revenue side, as mentioned previously 
interest rates in the international and local 
markets continued at (very) low levels, 
resulting in a further decrease in “Net interest 
income” with 6% or NAF 16.7 million. Due to 
the international market conditions and local 
competition, the net interest margin has been 
decreasing steadily for at least the last 10 
years. 
On the other hand, the increased economic 
activity and international transactions in the 
second half of the year especially in tourism 
related sectors resulted in the “Net fee and 
commission income” to grow 7% or NAF 7.7 
million. At the same time the “Income from 
foreign exchange transactions” increased with 
14% of NAF 5.8 million. 
In combination, the decrease in net interest 
income and other operating income, and 
increase in transaction related fee income 
resulted in a lower “Operating income” of NAF 
19.2 million (-4%). 
The increase in “Salaries and other employee 
expenses” with NAF 22.3 million was 
influenced by the measures taken in 2020 
and 2021, whereby in 2020 there was a one- 
time large decrease in Post-retirement medical 
benefits with NAF 64 million. The restructuring 
measures taken in the last two years resulted 
in the structural decrease in direct salaries and 
benefits with more than 8%. 
The total “Operating expenses” decreased 
with NAF 57.1 million or 17%, mainly due to the 
previously mentioned substantial decrease in 
“Credit loss expenses”, in combination with 
the increase in “Salaries and other employee 


expenses”. 

+ Our loyal clients and dedicated employees 
showed resiliency, flexibility and perseverance 
through lockdowns and uncertainty. We are 
very proud and grateful to them for our net 
performance improvement to NAF 13 million. 


Loans 

. Due to uncertainties from the pandemic 
we continued working with our clients to 
restructure their facilities and created loan 
and repayment agreements in accordance 
with their situation, possibilities and outlook. 

e Notwithstanding the difficult period of 
the pandemic our “Loans and advances to 
customers” increased by NAF 45.9 million (1%) 
to NAF 4.3 billion. 

. Loans to Corporate customers and Public 
sectors decreased due to reduced business 
activity with NAF 92.6 million, however our 
Retail customer portfolio grew by a substantial 
NAF 134 million, thanks mostly to the increase 
in residential mortgages on all islands. 

» The quality of our portfolio remains healthy 
and our “Allowance for loan impairment” 
decreased with NAF 6 million. 


Taxes 

s MCB-Group's contribution to the public 
coffers of our countries increased largely in 
2021 due to the improved economies and 
operating performance. The total of all the 
taxes, fees and premiums paid in 2021 reached 
nearly NAF 135 million, 

+ Our employees paid wage taxes amounting to 
NAF 25 million, and the social premiums paid 
were NAF 23 million. 

e MCB-Group's profit tax obligation resulting 
from operations in 2021 was NAF 23 million, 
while our Group also paid NAF 7 million in 
turnover taxes. 

+ The foreign exchange license fee collected on 
behalf of the Central Banks to be remitted to 
the Governments amounted to NAF 57 million, 


loyment 

» Very early in the initial lockdown in March 
2020, management expected the business 
environment to change drastically and 
actively reviewed the internal operations of 
MCB-Group and looked for improvements in 
service levels and efficiency opportunities. In 
2021 these processes continued and to give 
our younger colleagues new opportunities, 
the early retirement option for qualified 
employees was extended. We also further 
consolidated and centralized functions and 
activities within islands and within the Group 
and established a remote working model that 
was formalized early 2022 as the “MCB hybrid 
working model”. Employees have the flexibility 
to work from home and have a minimum 
number of weekly “office days”. 
These actions resulted in more efficiencies 
and flexibility for our employees. At the same 
time, the "Group culture” was strengthened 
with several colleagues being promoted and 
others pursuing their careers on other islands 
in challenging yet rewarding positions. As at 
December 31, 2021, MCB-Group employed 
1,288 compared to 1,350 at the end of 2020. 
In 2021, MCB-Group paid its employees 
NAF 96 million in salaries, not including 
social benefits, pensions, medical and other 
insurances. 


Our communities 

. The year 2021 was our Groups 105” 
anniversary. With the Covid-19 pandemic we 
found it fit to use our funds and efforts even 
more consciously to contribute more to our 
communities. 

+ The vaccination program in February was very 
hopeful, yet in March due to a new wave of 
a variant of the initial Corona virus, islands 
again went into internal lockdown, The 
pandemic would clearly continue the whole 
year and remain a source of concern for the 


next couple of years. All in the health care 
sector, hospitals, nursing homes and pop-up 
vaccination centers did tremendous work 
to help, treat and save lives of our citizens. 
Regrettably many became very sick and too 
many passed away. Some businesses had to 
permanently close their doors and many lost 
much of their income, but showed flexibility 
and adapted to lower income levels. 
Fortunately the second half of the year, the 
reopening of the islands showed some relief to 
our citizens and businesses. The needs within 
our communities were still large and our Bank 
assisted where possible on all the islands with 
monetary contributions, expertise, advice 
and volunteers to the several Food banks, 
hospitals, schools, churches, sports clubs, 
service clubs and Governments. 

H there is one thing the pandemic taught us, 
it is that it again confirmed the importance for 
us all to take care of our mental and physical 
health and to prevent getting seriously ill if 
possible. 

We are proud to have given the 25” MCB- 
Prize in 2021 to Fundashon Prevenshon. A 
foundation launched in 2008 by renowned 
oncologist Dr. Bob Pinedo and our own 
longtime President Lio Capriles as a private 
initiative with the goal to create a center of 
prevention by screening our population to 
detect certain forms of cancer at an early 
stage. The Foundation has done this free of 
charge and plans to further enhance their 
screening programs, whereby, many lives have 
been and continue to be saved. 


The Future 

e Asalways it is nearly impossible to envision the 
future (who could have imagined the Russian 
invasion of Ukraine?), but several trends 
can be observed. The pandemic accelerated 
trends and changes like digitalization of 
transactions and services through mobile- 
online and video-banking flexible working 
hours, remote working environments, hybrid 
working models and more. 
Our Group continues to innovate and thereto 
our online and mobile offerings have been 
improved and enhanced, we rolled out our 
contactless POS terminals on all islands 
making it possible to pay with Apple Pay, 
Google Pay and contactless cards. We are 
developing the new Bankomatiko (MasterCard 
debit) card and improving our Contact 
Center as well as our website services. We 
are re-imagining the design and services in 
our branches and much more changes and 
innovations to be “future proof”. 
Our Regulators are also working to improve 
the service levels and reputation of the sector. 
The local banks together with the Central 
Banks implemented “Instant Payments”; an 
innovation to have payments between banks 
and islands be executed within seconds 
instead of 2 days. The Central Bank is also 
planning to implement a more extensive 
Corporate Governance code for the sector, 
and introduce a deposit insurance scheme, 
All the trends and changes in client behavior, 
competitive environment, diversity and 
inclusiveness, cybercrime, privacy guidelines, 
regulatory and ESG compliance are coming 
to us rapidly and in accelerated fashion. 
As a sector and as MCB-Group we must be 
prepared, responsive, innovative and flexible 
enough to adapt and even lead these changes 
while focusing on our purpose to service and 
care for our clients. 
As always and even more than before we 
thank our loyal employees for their flexibility, 
dedication and support in 2021, our Board for 
their continued advice, counsel and oversight, 
our shareholders for their understanding 
and patience, and our regulators for their 
supervision. Lastly, we thank our communities 
that we serve and care for and our citizens for 
their resilience and perseverance.

Maine lawmakers 
taking up thorny issue 
of tribal sovereignty 


(AP) — Tribes in Maine gave up some of their 
rights to the state when they settled their land 
claims more than 40 years ago. 


They want to change that agreement so they can 
enjoy the same self-governing rights as the other 
Native Americans. 


The Passamaquoddy, Penobscot, Maliseet and 
Mi’kmaq view legislative debate this week, ahead 
of the midterm elections, as their best opportunity 
for establishing rights to self determination. 


The proposed changes come against a backdrop of 
President Joe Biden’s administration seeking to en- 
sure that tribes are consulted early when it comes 
to policies or actions that impact them. It also has 
sought ways for the federal government and tribes 
to co-manage federal land that is part of tribes’ an- 
cestral homeland. 


But unlike the hundreds of tribal reservations 
across the United States, the Passamaquoddy’s and 
Penobscot’s three reservations in Maine are gov- 
erned like municipalities and bound by state laws 
under the Maine Indian Claims Settlement Act of 
1980. 


In Maine, the larger Passamaquoddy and Penob- 
scot tribes operate their own police departments 
and health clinics but don’t have full autonomy 
over matters on their land. The state and tribes 
have butted heads on environmental, fish and 
wildlife rules. 


Change could come with votes in the state Legisla- 
ture that began Tuesday. 


One of the bills would amend the land claims act to 
ensure that tribes have control over their land that’s 
comparable to other tribes in the U.S. Of the 574 
federally recognized tribes in the country, about 
325 have reservation land. The Legislature has not 
voted on that bill. 


Another bill would ensure the Passamaquoddy 
Tribe at Pleasant Point can regulate its own drink- 
ing water, drilling wells on land owned by the tribe, 
for example, and working with the U.S. Environ- 
mental Protection Agency instead of being bound 
by state regulatory agencies. 


That bill overwhelmingly passed, 103-35, in the 
initial House vote on Tuesday. The Senate will take 
it up later this week. 


On Monday, about 300 tribal members and sup- 
porters gathered at the State House and marched to 
the home of Gov. Janet Mills, who’s opposed some 
aspects of both proposals. 
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Brooklyn subway suspect tipped off police to his location 


(AP) — The man accused 
of shooting 10 people on 
a Brooklyn subway train 
was arrested Wednesday 
and charged with a federal 
terrorism offense after the 
suspect himself called po- 
lice to come get him, law 
enforcement officials said. 


Frank R. James, 62, was taken 
into custody about 30 hours 
after the carnage on a rush- 
hour train, which left five 
victims in critical condition 
and people around the city 
on edge. 


James was awaiting arraign- 
ment on a charge that per- 
tains to terrorist or other 
violent attacks against mass 
transit systems and carries a 
sentence of up to life in pris- 
on, Brooklyn U.S. Attorney 
Breon Peace said. 


In recent months, James 
railed in online videos about 
racism and violence in the 
U.S. and about his experi- 
ences with mental health care 
in New York City, and he had 
criticized Adams’ policies on 
mental health and subway 
safety. But the motive for 
the subway attack remains 
unclear, and there is no indi- 
cation that James had ties to 
terror organizations, inter- 
national or otherwise, Peace 
said. 


It wasn’t immediately clear 
whether James, who is from 
New York but has lived re- 
cently in Philadelphia and 
Milwaukee, has an attorney 
or anyone else who can speak 
for him. A sign taped to the 
door of James’ Milwaukee 
apartment asks that all mail 
be delivered to a post office 
box. 


James, in a blue t-shirt and 
brown pants with his hands 
cuffed behind his back, 
didn’t respond to reporters 
shouting questions as police 
escorted him to a car a few 


hours after his arrest. 


Police had launched a mas- 
sive effort to find him, releas- 
ing his name and issuing cell- 
phone alerts. 


They got a tip Wednesday 
that he was in a McDonald’s 
in Manhattan’s East Village 
neighborhood, Chief of De- 
partment Kenneth Corey 
said. 


The tipster was James, and he 
told authorities to come and 
get him, two law enforce- 
ment officials said. They 
weren't authorized to discuss 
the ongoing investigation and 
spoke on condition of ano- 


nymity. 


James was gone when of- 
ficers arrived, but they soon 
spotted him on a busy corner 
nearby. 


Four police cars zoomed 
around a corner, officers 
leaped out and, soon, a com- 
pliant James was in handcuffs 
as a crowd of people looked 
on, witness Aleksei Korobow 
said. 


Police Commissioner 
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Keechant Sewell said author- 
ities “were able to shrink his 
world quickly.” 


“There was nowhere left for 
him to run,” she said. 


The day before, James set 
off smoke grenades in a 
commuter-packed subway 
car and then fired at least 33 
shots with a 9 mm handgun, 
police said. 


Police Chief of Detectives 
James Essig said police were 
told that after James opened 
one of the smoke grenades, 
a rider asked, “What did you 
do?” 


“Oops,” James said, then 
went on to brandish his gun 
and open fire, according to a 
witness account. 


At least a dozen people who 
escaped gunshot wounds 
were treated for smoke inha- 
lation and other injuries. 


As terrified riders fled the 
attack, James apparently 
hopped another train — the 
same one many were steered 
to for safety, police said. He 
got out at the next station, 


disappearing into the nation’s 
most populous city. 


The shooter left behind nu- 
merous clues, including the 
gun, ammunition magazines, 
a hatchet, smoke grenades, 
gasoline and the key to a U- 
Haul van. That key led inves- 
tigators to James. 


Federal investigators deter- 
mined the gun used in the 
shooting was purchased by 
James at a pawn shop — a li- 
censed firearms dealer — in 
the Columbus, Ohio, area in 
2011. 


The van was found, unoc- 
cupied, near a station where 
investigators determined the 
gunman had entered the sub- 
way system. No explosives or 
firearms were found in the 
van, a law enforcement of- 
ficial who wasn’t authorized 
to comment on the inves- 
tigation and did so on the 
condition of anonymity told 
The Associated Press. Police 
did find other items, includ- 
ing pillows, suggesting he 
may have been sleeping or 
planned to sleep in the van, 
the official said. 


Investigators believe James 
drove up from Philadelphia 
on Monday and have re- 
viewed surveillance video 
showing a man matching his 
physical description coming 
out of the van early Tuesday 
morning, the official said. 
Other video shows James 
entering a subway station in 
Brooklyn with a large bag, 
the official said. 


In addition to analyzing fi- 
nancial and telephone re- 
cords connected to James, 
investigators were reviewing 


hours of rambling, profani- 
ty-filled videos James posted 
on YouTube and other social 
media platforms as they tried 
to discern a motive. 


In one video, posted a day be- 
fore the attack, James, who is 
Black, criticizes crime against 
Black people and says drastic 
action is needed. 


“You got kids going in here 
now taking machine guns 
and mowing down innocent 
people,” James says. “It’s not 
going to get better until we 
make it better,” he said, add- 
ing that he thought things 
would only change if cer- 
tain people were “stomped, 
kicked and tortured” out of 
their “comfort zone.” 


In another video he says, 
“this nation was born in vio- 
lence, it’s kept alive by vio- 
lence or the threat thereof 
and it’s going to die a violent 
death. There’s nothing going 
to stop that.” 


His posts are replete with 
violent language and bigot- 
ed comments, some against 
Black people. 


Sewell called the posts “con- 
cerning” and officials tight- 
ened security for Adams, 
who was already isolating fol- 
lowing a positive COVID-19 
test Sunday. 


Several of James’ videos 
mention New York’s sub- 
ways. A Feb. 20 video says the 
mayor and governor’s plan 
to address homelessness and 
safety in the subway system 
“is doomed for failure” and 
refers to himself as a “victim” 
of the city’s mental health 
programs. A Jan. 25 video 
criticizes Adams’ plan to end 
gun violence. 


The Brooklyn subway sta- 
tion where passengers fled 
the smoke-filled train in 
the attack was open as usual 
Wednesday morning, less 
than 24 hours after the vio- 
lence. 


Commuter Jude Jacques, 
who takes the D train to his 
job as a fire safety director 
some two blocks from the 
shooting scene, said he prays 
every morning but had a spe- 
cial request on Wednesday. 


“I said, ‘God, everything is in 
your hands,” Jacques said. “I 
was antsy, and you can imag- 
ine why. Everybody is scared 
because it just happened.” 
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Bipartisan push on mental health crisis 
that COVID worsened 


(AP) — A major effort to overhaul care for people in the United States with mental 
health and drug problems is gaining traction as Congress and the Biden administra- 
tion work on overlapping plans to address concerns across dividing lines of politics, 
geography and race. 


Top goals include responding to the mental health crisis among youth, increasing the supply 
of professional counselors and clinicians, narrowing a persistent gap between care for physi- 
cal and mental health problems, and preserving access to telehealth services that proved their 
usefulness in the pandemic. 


COVID-19 has laid bare the need. 


The U.S. was already in a mental health crisis, with suicide rates climbing and chronic prob- 
lems accessing treatment. The opioid epidemic had a firm grip on cities and small towns. But 
the coronavirus made everything worse. 


An analysis of government data found that about 4 in 10 adults reported symptoms of anxiety 
or depression in the first year of the pandemic, compared with about 1 in 10 before that. More 
than 100,000 people died of drug overdoses from May 2020 to April 2021, a record for lethal- 
ity, according to the Centers for Disease Control and Prevention. 


Trying to translate need into action, the Senate Finance Committee and the Senate Health, 
Education, Labor and Pensions Committee are working to produce bipartisan legislation this 
summer. 


Leaders of the Finance Committee have enlisted pairs of senators — one Democrat, one Re- 
publican — to develop policy ideas in five broad areas. The committee has jurisdiction over 
major government health insurance programs while the other committee oversees private 
insurance and public health. 


“I think everybody understands the challenge of threading the needle in a 50-50 Senate,” said 
the chairman of the Senate Finance Committee, Sen. Ron Wyden, D-Ore. But, he added, 
“the most important takeaway for me is that the urgency is different ... more people are falling 
between the cracks.” 


President Joe Biden seems to be on the same page.

Former Franciscan friar 
convicted of 1990s child 
sex abuse 


(AP) — A former Franciscan friar was convicted 
Wednesday of sexually abusing a grade school student 
during the 1990s at a Mississippi Catholic school. 


A Leflore County jury deliberated less than an hour before 
finding Paul West, 62, guilty of one count of sexual battery 
and one count of gratification of lust, the Greenwood Com- 
monwealth reported. 


West was accused of sexually abusing La Jarvis Love, now 39. 
Circuit Judge Ashley Hines sentenced West to 30 years on 
the first count and 15 years on the second count, to be served 
consecutively. 

Love began crying when the verdict was read. 

“I want to thank the state. I want to thank everybody that rep- 
resented us,” Love said. “I just want to thank God, the provid- 
er, the creator. He restored my faith today. I really appreciate 
him, and I believe again.” 

Gaunt and relying on a walker, West made no comment when 
escorted by deputies from the Leflore County Civic Center, 
where the two-day trial was held. 


As first reported by The Associated Press in 2019, La Jarvis 
Love and his cousin, Joshua Love, now 38, had accused West 
of numerous instances of sexual abuse while they were stu- 
dents at St. Francis of Assisi School in Greenwood. 


Both Loves testified Tuesday of repeated abuse by West begin- 
ning when they were in the fourth grade. They testified the 
abuse occurred both at the school and on trips to New York 
and to Wisconsin, where the Franciscan Friars of the Assump- 
tion of the Blessed Virgin Mary are based. West was a member 
of the religious order. 


West was also charged with two counts of abusing Joshua 
Love. It was not immediately clear why the jury did not act 
on those charges. 


A third man, Joshua Love’s younger brother, Raphael Love, 
also alleged that West sexually abused him. He reported the 
abuse to church authorities in 1998, after which West re- 
turned to Wisconsin and left the order. 


Mark Belenchia, volunteer state coordinator for Survivors 
Network of those Abused by Priests, said church officials 
should have taken more decisive action after learning of Ra- 
fael Love’s allegations. 


“Justice delayed is justice denied,” Belenchia said. “This 
should have happened 20 years ago.” 


West has been held in Mississippi’s Leflore County Jail since 
September 2020, when he was extradited from his home state 
of Wisconsin to face two counts of sexual battery and two 
counts of gratification of lust. He pleaded not guilty. 


La Jarvis Love now lives in Senatobia, Mississippi, with his 
wife and four children. He identified West in the courtroom 
as his abuser and said this was the first time he had seen him 
in person in more than 20 years. 


La Jarvis Love testified that he was in third grade when he first 
encountered West, who was his physical education teacher. 
West later became principal of the school, Love said, and re- 
ceived permission from Love’s grandmother to use corporal 
punishment, such as paddling. 


La Jarvis Love said the sexual abuse began when he was in 
fourth grade, with touching, groping, and what he called “ex- 
tra friendly” physical activity. The abuse lasted until eighth 
grade, he said. He also said West began calling him to his of- 
fice, showing him pornography on West’s computer, and fon- 
dling him. La Jarvis Love testified that the abuse included oral 
sex and anal penetration. 
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Germany irritated by Ukraine’s snub of a presidential visit

(AP) — German Chancellor Olaf 
Scholz on Wednesday criticized a 
diplomatic snub by Ukraine for 
his country’s president and de- 
fended Berlin’s record on deliv- 
ering weapons to Kyiv amid ten- 
sions that have flared at a delicate 
moment in German policymak- 
ing on the war. 


President Frank-Walter Steinmeier, 
Germany’s largely ceremonial head of 
state, had hoped to travel to Ukraine 
on Wednesday with his Polish and 
Baltic counterparts. But he said Tues- 
day that his presence “apparently ... 
wasn’t wanted in Kyiv.” The German 
newspaper Bild quoted an unidenti- 
fied Ukrainian diplomat as saying 
that Steinmeier was not welcome at 
the moment, pointing to his close re- 
lations with Russia in the past. 


Ukraine’s ambassador to Germany 
later said the government would be 
glad to welcome Scholz — who, un- 
like Steinmeier, sets government pol- 
icy. But the snub to Steinmeier may 
make that more difficult. 


The flap comes amid a discussion 
within Scholz’s governing coalition 
about whether Germany should au- 
thorize sending heavy weapons such 
as tanks to Ukraine as that nation 
prepares to face a stepped-up Rus- 


sian offensive in the east. Germany 
broke with tradition after Russia’s 
invasion to supply arms to Ukraine 
but has faced criticism from Kyiv for 
perceived hesitancy and slowness in 
providing material. 


A Ukrainian presidential advisor, 
Oleksiy Arestovych, told Germany’s 
ARD television that he didn’t know 
the reasons for the decision to reject a 
Steinmeier visit but also signaled that 
Kyiv would like to see Scholz so that 
“practical decisions” could be made 
on matters such as weapons. 


A senior lawmaker with one of Ger- 
many’s three governing parties, Wolf- 
gang Kubicki, said he didn’t think 
Ukrainian President Volodymyr Zel- 
enskyy was “well advised” to reject a 
visit by Steinmeier. 


Steinmeier, who became president in 
2017, served twice as ex-Chancellor 
Angela Merkel’s foreign minister and 
before that as ex-Chancellor Gerhard 
Schroeder’s chief of staff. During that 
time, Germany pursued a dialogue 
with Putin and cultivated close en- 
ergy ties. 


Last week, Steinmeier admitted mis- 
takes in Germany’s policies toward 
Russia, saying that “we failed on 
many points.” 


Chemical weapons use from Syrian war stokes Ukraine’s fears 


(AP) The chilling 
scenes from Syria of vic- 
tims twitching and gasp- 
ing for air after chlorine 
cylinders were dropped 
from helicopters in towns 
and villages were broad- 
cast over and over in the 
course of country’s civil 
war. 


Legal and moral taboos were 
shattered. Hundreds were 
killed, including many chil- 
dren, in dozens of poison 
gas attacks widely blamed 
on President Bashar Assad’s 
forces under the protection 
of his chief ally, Russian Pres- 
ident Vladimir Putin. 


Several years later, concerns 
are growing that such weap- 
ons could be used in Ukraine, 
where Russian forces have 
been waging a devastating 
war for weeks. 


As the conflict drags on, 
Western officials and Ukrai- 
nian President Volodymyr 
Zelenskyy have warned that 
Putin could deploy chemical 
agents. 


Officials say they are investi- 
gating an unconfirmed claim 
by a far-right Ukrainian regi- 
ment that a poisonous sub- 
stance was dropped in the 
besieged city of Mariupol 
this week. The claim could 
not be confirmed by inde- 
pendent sources, and Ukrai- 


nian officials say it could have 
been phosphorus munitions 
- which cause horrendous 
burns but are not classed as 
chemical weapons. 

Putin has threatened to 
broaden the Ukraine war 
into a nuclear conflict, but it 
is unclear if chemical agents 
will be used to support his 
military operations. Analysts 
say the Syria war set a horrific 
precedent in terms of deploy- 
ing chlorine, sulfur and the 
nerve agent sarin, completely 
disregarding international 
norms and with no account- 


ability. 


She has joined with other 
nongovernmental organiza- 
tions to file a criminal com- 
plaint on behalf of a group 
of Syrians living in Sweden 
against the Syrian govern- 
ment for war crimes and 
crimes against humanity re- 
lated to its use of chemical 
weapons. 


Western officials say Rus- 
sia may be looking to bor- 
row from the Syria playbook, 
where Assad’s forces tested 
the international commu- 
nity’s resolve by gradually 
ramping up the brutality of 
attacks and methods. 


Part of the equation in Syria 
was the difficulty of proving 
anything in the aftermath 
of such attacks, largely due 
to the lack of immediate ac- 


cess. Assad, with Russia’s 
backing, consistently cast a 
cloud of confusion, accusing 
the opposition of fabricating 
evidence or deploying poison 
gas themselves to try to frame 
him. 

An investigative mechanism 
set up by the Organization 
for the Prohibition of Chem- 
ical Weapons blamed Syrian 
government forces for multi- 
ple chemical attacks in Syria, 
including the use of chlorine 
and sarin in an attack on the 
town of Khan Sheikhoun in 
April 2017 that killed about 
100 people. At least one mus- 
tard gas attack was blamed 
on the Islamic State group, 
which held territory in Syria 
and Iraq for several years 
during the war that killed half 
a million people. 


In comments reminiscent 
of Syria, Russia accused 
Ukraine of running chemical 
and biological labs with U.S. 
support, leading to accusa- 
tions Moscow was seeking 
to stage a false-flag incident. 
Ukraine does have a network 
of biological labs that have 
gotten funding and research 
support from the U.S. — but 
they are part of a program 
seeking to reduce the likeli- 
hood of deadly outbreaks by 
pathogens, whether natural 
or manmade. The USS. ef- 
forts date to the 1990s to 
dismantle the former Soviet 
Union’s program for weap- 


ons of mass destruction. 


Red lines 

The assault early on the 
morning of Aug. 21, 2013, 
on the rebel-held suburbs of 
Damascus known as Ghouta 
shocked a world that had 
grown largely numb to the 
carnage of Syria’s civil war. 
Fueling the international 
outrage were dozens of on- 
line videos showing victims 
in spasms, gasping for breath 
and foaming at the mouth. 
The attack crossed what 
then-U.S. President Barack 
Obama had called a “red line” 
for possible military inter- 
vention in the Arab country. 


Obama came close to order- 
ing U.S.-led military strikes 
but abruptly backed down af- 
ter failing to secure the nec- 
essary support from the U.S. 
Congress and instead struck 
a deal with Moscow to elimi- 
nate Syria’s chemical arsenal. 


By August 2014, Assad’s gov- 
ernment declared that the 
destruction of its chemical 
weapons was completed. But 
Syria’s initial declaration to 
the OPCW has remained in 
dispute, and the attacks con- 
tinued. 


In 2017, U.S. President Don- 
ald Trump launched several 
dozen cruise missiles at a Syr- 
ian air base in retaliation for a 
suspected nerve gas attack on 


the town of Khan Sheikhoun 
in rebel-held Idlib province 
that killed about 100 people. 
Experts from the U.N. and 
the chemical weapons watch- 
dog blamed the Syrian gov- 
ernment for the attack. 


As Moscow pushes its of- 
fensive in Ukraine, world 
leaders and policymakers are 
grappling with how the West 
should respond to a Russian 
battlefield use of chemical or 
biological weapons. Mem- 
bers of Congress said the 
Biden administration and its 
allies will not stand by if that 
happens. 

Unlike Syria, however, Rus- 
sia is a nuclear power. Any 
reaction risks triggering a 
nuclear confrontation, which 
Putin has already alluded to. 


Achieving justice 

Samani, of Civil Rights De- 
fenders, faults the interna- 
tional community for not 
making a real effort to seek 
accountability for the chemi- 
cal weapons attacks in Syria. 


Last week, she and a group of 
NGOs presented new infor- 
mation relevant to the sarin 
gas attacks on Khan Sheik- 
hun in 2017 and Ghouta in 
2013 to investigative authori- 
ties in Germany, France and 
Sweden. 


But justice appears to be a 
long way off. 
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Facing hunger, Peru’s poor band together with ‘common pots’ 


(AP) — Every day for 
more than two years, Cin- 
dy Cueto has woken up in 
the house she shares with 
her three children atop a 
desert hill in Peru’s capi- 
tal, and wondered: “What 
are we going to eat?” 


The 39-year-old bands to- 
gether with her neighbors 
in impoverished Ciudad de 
Gosen each day to cook up 
a “common pot” of food, a 
survival strategy that surfaced 
in Lima’s sprawling shan- 
tytowns with the coronavi- 
rus pandemic. It has since 
expanded to ameliorate the 
impacts of the rising prices 
of food, fuel and fertilizer 
due to global inflation, the 
war in Ukraine and a govern- 
ment ineffective in keeping 
its promise to help the most 
vulnerable. 


The common pot, compa- 
rable to a small-scale soup 
kitchen, provides them one 
meal a day. Cueto and her 
neighbors try to track down 
the cheapest food in the 
markets, buying cow bones, 
chicken offal, rice and po- 
tatoes. They keep their eyes 
open for any charity from 
more fortunate Peruvians. 


“We don’t buy meat. It’s 
very expensive, we only 
have enough for bones to 
make soup,” Cueto, whose 
husband works as a security 
guard, said as she counted 
her coins. “The money goes 
like this,” she said, snapping 
her fingers. 


On Monday — like 15 oth- 


er days since January — the 
common pot was empty be- 
cause they failed to raise any 
money. A day later, after col- 
lecting the equivalent of $16, 
they bought two kilos (4 1/2 
pounds) of chicken bones, 
five kilos of potatoes and the 
same amount of rice to feed 
70 people, especially children 
and the elderly. 


The inflation sweeping the 
world has hit Peru’s 33 mil- 
lion inhabitants hard, espe- 
cially the 10 million poor 
people who live on $3 a day. 
Monthly inflation in March 
reached 1.48%, the high- 
est in a quarter of a century. 
Soaring prices for food and 
fuel, combined with the in- 
efficiency of President Pedro 


Castillo’s government, have 
unleashed violent protests 
that have caused five deaths 
and led to calls for Castillo 
and Peru’s legislators to re- 
sign. 


According to government 
data from February, there are 
at least 3,400 common pots in 
Peru, 70% of them in Lima. 
Most are in shantytowns like 
Ciudad de Gosen, where 
there is no running water, 
electricity is scarce and resi- 
dents have built their own 
houses and roads in the dusty 
earth of the desert hills sur- 
rounding Lima. Neglected 
by the government, they now 
have had to organize their 
own food supply. 


| AM 
Ciudad de Gosen residents 
say the price of cooking gas 
has tripled since the start of 
the pandemic. Cueto and her 
neighbors feed the fire under 
their common pot with wood 
scraps they are given twice a 
month as charity from a car- 
penter’s shop. 


Trinidad Espinoza, a local 
cooking gas vendor, said even 
she uses firewood. 


“T can’t even afford a canister 
myself,” she said. 


The response by Peru’s gov- 
ernment to rising hunger and 
spreading unrest has been in- 
effective, this despite coming 
to office on promises to pri- 
oritize the poor. 


Castillo, a rural teacher be- 
fore winning election, has 
changed his Cabinet four 
times during just nine 
months in office and been 
criticized for appointing in- 
experienced allies and neo- 
phytes to key ministries. Pe- 
ru’s unicameral congress has 
twice tried to remove him 
from office. 


Surveys by Peru’s major poll- 
ing companies show about 
three quarters of Peruvians 
disapproving of his perfor- 
mance as president, and 79% 
disapproving of congress. 


“They don’t care about peo- 
ple, they fight all the time for 
their interests,” said Enedina 
Avilés, 66, who lives alone a 
few steps from the common 
pot. 


To control the social unrest, 
protests and road blockades 
that have hit the Andean 
country in recent weeks, the 
government has prohibited 
protests on major highways 
for 30 days. It has also lifted a 
fuel tax, but people complain 
that prices remain high. 


On April 5, authorities brief- 
ly ordered Limas 10 mil- 
lion residents to stay in their 
homes and shut down public 
transport in a lockdown rem- 
iniscent of the coronavirus 
pandemic. A Lima lawmaker 
angered many when he jus- 
tified the 22-hour lockdown 
by calling those living in the 
impoverished hills surround- 
ing Lima “looters.” 


France’s Le Pen warns against sending weapons to Ukraine 


(AP) — French far-right 
presidential candidate 
Marine Le Pen warned 
Wednesday against send- 
— SS 
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ing any more weapons to 
Ukraine, and called for a 
rapprochement between 
NATO and Russia once 


Moscow’s war in Ukraine 
winds down. 


Le Pen, an outspoken nation- 
alist who has long ties to Rus- 
sia, also confirmed that if she 
unseats President Emmanuel 
Macron in France’s April 24 
presidential runoff, she will 
pull France out of NATO's 
military command and dial 
back French support for the 
whole European Union. 


Macron, a pro-EU centrist, is 
facing a harder-than-expect- 
ed fight to stay in power, in 
part because the economic 
impact of the war is hitting 
poor households the hard- 
est. France’s European part- 
ners are worried that a pos- 
sible Le Pen presidency could 
undermine Western unity 


as the U.S. and Europe seek 
to support Ukraine and end 
Russia’s ruinous war on its 
neighbor. 


Asked about military aid to 
Ukraine, Le Pen said she 
would continue defense and 
intelligence support. 


“(But) Pm more reserved 
about direct arms deliveries. 
Why? Because ... the line is 
thin between aid and becom- 
ing a co-belligerent,” the far- 
right leader said, citing con- 
cerns about an “escalation of 
this conflict that could bring 
a whole number of countries 
into a military commitment.” 


Earlier Wednesday, French 
government spokesman Ga- 
briel Attal said France had 


sent 100 million euros ($109 
million) worth of weapons 
to Ukraine in recent weeks 
as part of a flow of Western 
arms. 


Earlier in his term, Macron 
had tried to reach out to Rus- 
sian President Vladimir Putin 
to improve Russia’s relations 
with the West, and Macron 
met with Putin weeks before 
the Russian invasion in an 
unsuccessful effort to pre- 
vent it. Since then, however, 
France has supported EU 
sanctions against Moscow 
and has offered sustained 
support to Ukraine. 


Le Pen also said France 
should strike a more inde- 
pendent path from the U.S.- 
led NATO military alliance. 
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Kershaw pulled after 7 with perfect game; Dodgers top Twins 


(AP) — Clayton Kershaw 
was in prime form — call 
it perfect — in his season 
debut for the Los Angeles 
Dodgers, leaving no con- 
cern about his health after 
facing no resistance from 
the Minnesota Twins.

tory on Wednesday. 


“Those are selfish goals. 
We're trying to win. That's 
really all we're here for,” Ker- 
shaw said. 


Roberts consulted with Ker- 
shaw after the sixth, and the 
three-time NL Cy Young 
Award winner told him his 
preference: one more inning 
with an 85-pitch limit. 


“I would have loved to have 
stayed, but bigger things, 
man, bigger things,” Kershaw 
said. 


So on a the gray, windy, 
38-degree afternoon at Target 
Field, Alex Vesia entered for 
the eighth to boos from the 
blue-clad Dodgers fans in the 
crowd of 17,101. Vesia gave 
up Minnesota's first and only 
hit, a one-out single by Gary 
Sánchez. 


Cody Bellinger, Gavin Lux 
and Austin Barnes hit back- 
to-back-to-back home runs 
in the cighth against reliev- 
er Dereck Rodriguez, who 
made his Twins debut. 


Chris Paddack had a rough 
first start with the Twins, too, 
less than a week after he was 
acquired in a trade with the 
Padres. He lasted four in- 
nings, with six hits and three 
runs allowed. 


Justin Turner hit a two- 
run single in the first, Trea 
Turner had a sacrifice fly in 
the second and Max Muncy 
went deep in the ninth for 
the Dodgers, who won a 7-2 
game the night before that 
was paused for 1 1/2 hours 
due to rain and ended after 
midnight.

A. ACCOUNTING POLICIES 


1, GENERAL 

The principal accounting policies adopted 
in the preparation of the Consolidated 
Financial Highlights of Maduro & Curiel’s 
Bank N.V. and its subsidiaries (the ‘Group’) 
are set out below. These explanatory notes 
are an extract of the detailed notes included 
in the consolidated financial statements 
and are consistent in all material respects 
with those from which they have been 
derived. 


2. BASIS OF PREPARATION 
The consolidated financial statements, 
from which the Consolidated Financial 
Highlights have been derived, are prepared 
in accordance with International Financial 
Reporting Standards (‘IFRS’). 


The figures presented in these highlights 
are stated in thousands of Antillean 
Guilders and are rounded to the nearest 
thousand. 


The accounting policies used have been 
consistently applied by the Group and are 
consistent, in all material respects, with 
those used in the previous year, 


The statements have been prepared 
on the historical cost basis except for 
financial assets at fair value through 
profit or loss, and financial assets that are 
measured at amortized cost. Historical 
cost is generally based on the fair value 
of the consideration given in exchange for 
goods and services. 


3. BASIS OF CONSOLIDATION 
Subsidiaries are all entities over which 
the Group has the power to govern the 
financial and operating policies, generally 
accompanying a shareholding of more than 
one half of the voting rights. Subsidiaries 
are fully consolidated from the date on 
which control is transferred to the Group 
until the date that control ceases.

4. CLASSIFICATION AND SUBSEQUENT 
MEASUREMENT OF FINANCIAL ASSETS 
Classificationand subsequent measurement 
of the financial assets depend on: 
(i) the Group's business model for 
managing the asset; and 
(ii) the cash flow characteristics of the 
asset. 


Based on these factors, the Group classifies 
its debt instruments into one of the 
following two measurement categories; 


- Amortized cost: 

Assets that are held for collection of 
contractual cash flows where those 
cash flows represent solely payments of 
principal and interest (‘SPPI'), and that are 
not designated at Fair Value Trough Profit 
or loss (FVTPL), are measured at amortized 
cost. The carrying amount of these assets 
is adjusted by any expected credit loss 
allowance as further described below. 
Interest income from these financial assets 
is included in ‘Interest income’ using the 
effective interest rate method. 


- Fair value through profit or loss 
("FVTPL”): 

Assets that do not meet the criteria for 
amortized cost are measured at fair value 
through profit or loss. These assets are 
unquoted equity securities that are not 
held for trading purposes. A gain or loss on 
such an equity investment is subsequently 
measured at fair value through profit or 
loss. Interest income from these financial 
assets is included in ‘Interest income’ using 
the effective interest rate method, 


Business model assessment 

The business model reflects how the 
Group manages the assets in order to 
generate cash flows. That is, whether the 
Group's objective is solely to collect the 
contractual cash flows from the assets. If 
this condition is not applicable (unlisted 
equity securities), then the financial assets 
are classified as part of ‘other’ business 
model and measured at FVTPL. 


SPPI 

Where the business model is to hold 
assets to collect contractual cash flows, 
the Group assesses whether the financial 
instruments’ cash flows represent solely 
payments of principal and interest (the 
'SPPI test’). In making this assessment, the 
Group considers whether the contractual 
cash flows are consistent with a basic 
lending arrangement i.e. interest includes 
only consideration for the time value of 
money, credit risk, other basic lending risks 
and a profit margin that is consistent with 
a basic lending arrangement. Where the 
contractual terms introduce exposure to 
risk or volatility that are inconsistent with 
a basic lending arrangement, the related 
financial asset is classified and measured 
at FVTPL. 


Derecognition of financial assets 

The Group sometimes renegotiates or 
otherwise modifies the contractual cash 
flows of loans to customers, When this 
happens, the Group assesses whether 
or not the new terms are substantially 
different to the original terms. If the terms 
are substantially different, the Group 
derecognizes the original financial asset and 
recognizes a ‘new’ asset and recalculates a 
new effective interest rate for the asset. 


Financial assets are derecognized when 
the rights to receive cash flows from the 
investments have expired,

- Stage 1 When financial assets are first 
recognized, the Group recognizes an 
allowance based on twelve months’ 
ECLs, Stage 1 financial assets also include 
facilities where the credit risk has 
improved and the financial asset has been 
reclassified from Stage 2. 

- Stage 2: When a financial asset has 
shown a significant increase in credit risk 
since origination, the Group records an 
allowance for these Lifetime ECLs. Stage 
2 financial assets also include facilities, 
where the credit risk has improved and 
the financial asset has been reclassified 
from Stage 3. 

- Stage 3: Financial assets considered 
credit-impaired and the Group records an 
allowance for these Lifetime ECLs. 


Calculation of Expected credit losses 

The key elements of the ECL calculations 

are as follows: 

- The Probability of Default (PD) is an 
estimate of the likelihood of default over 
a given time horizon. A default may only 
happen at a certain time over the assessed 
period, 

- The Exposure at Default (EAD) is an 
estimate of the exposure at a future 
default date, taking into account 


expected changes in the exposure after 
the reporting date, including repayments 
of principal and interest, whether 
scheduled by contract or otherwise, 
expected drawdowns on committed 
facilities, and accrued interest from 
missed payments. 

- The Loss Given Default (LGD) is an 
estimate of the loss arising in the case 
where a default occurs at a given time. It 
is based on the difference between the 
contractual cash flows due and those 
that the lender would expect to receive, 
including from the realization of any 
collateral. It is expressed as a percentage 
of the EAD. 


In its ECL models, the Group relies on a 
broad range of forward looking information 
as economic inputs such as GDP growth, 
Unemployment rates and the Consumer 
Price Index. The inputs and models used for 
calculating ECLs may not always capture 
all characteristics of the market at the 
date of the financial statements. To reflect 
this, qualitative adjustments or overlays 
are occasionally made as temporary 
adjustments when such differences are 
significantly material. 
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
